State Supt. of Education Dr, 
Wayne Teague released the 1989 
results of Alabama's statewide test- 
ing program recently and according 
to officials in the Elba City School 
System, the results of the testing re- 
vealed that local students were at or 
above the state and national aver- 
age in almost all areas tested. 


Results of the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Test, Basic Competency Test- 
ing Program and the Alabama High 
School Graduation Examination 
were released and Elba Supt. La- 
mar Foley noted that "Our students 
continued to fair well on the tests 
and continued to show improve- 
ment in most areas.”

Mr. Mack King, a fellow senior 
sponsor, welcomed the staff and 
guests. Mr. Lamar Foley, superin- 
tendent of city schools, expressed 
his gratitude for Mrs. McCollough’s 
years of dedicated service and sup- 
port of Elba High School.

Mrs. McCollough said she will 
spend much of her retirement at 
Panama City, reading and writing, 
and will seck to "keep her body and 
mind healthy so she can enpoy re 
tirement for many years.” 


"After talking with several legis- 
lators,” Foshee continued, "it is also 
our opinion that those legislators 
will react harsly toward the Board." 

"It is the duty of the legislature 
to appropriate funds to the agen- 
cies, like the State Board of Educa- 
tion, to distribute those monies, not 
arbitrarily withhold them," Coving- 
ton stated. 
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"I believe that we may have too 
many standardized tests," said Fo- 
ley, "but, the tests are financed by 
the state and do give our teachers 
and counselors a means of monitor- 
ing the progress of every student in 
our system." 

"The teachers use the test results 
cach year to check progress and 
identify the weaknesses of students 
that are moving up in grade. While 
the tesis are good as far as monitot- 
ing progress, you can't compare 
scores of different schools, or even 
different classes at the same school. 
The results aren't the results of how 
well two or three teachers did their 
jobs, the results are based on a stu- 
dent's overall educational career," 

A reviews of the Stanford 
Achievement Test, which was ad- 
ministered to students in grades 1- 
10, revealed that all three grade are- 
as tested fared well. 

In grades 1-3 the only noticeable 
area of concern was in listening 
skills, while in grades 4-7 the only 
area of testing that fell below the 
national average was in vocabulary. 
Students in grades 7-10 failed to 
meet the national average in only a 


few of the areas, 

In the Basic Competency Test, 
administered to students in grades 
3-6-9, the mastery level was high in 
all three grades, while in the Ala- 
bama Graduation Examination, jun- 
iors at Elba High School passed all 
subjects of testing with the excep- 
tion of one student, who failed to 
meet the minimum score in mathe- 
matics. 

"The parents receive the results 
of the Stanford Achievernent Test 
along with the teachers," added Fo- 
ley, "and the Basic Competency 
Test is actually the first step toward 
the graduation exam, The Gradua- 
tion Examination is simple and 
tests only minimal skills needed to 
survive in the everyday world. It is 
not designed to show whether or 
nol a student should go to college, 
it only shows if a student is ready 
tO gO Oul into society." 

"We monitor the results of all 
our students very carefully,” stated 
Foley, “and use the results to make 
sure each and every student re- 
ceives the individualized help need- 
ed to get the best education possi 
ble.”

The arrest of twin brothers from 
Enterprise last week apparently 
brought to an end the recent rash of 
burglaries across the Wiregrass. 

Ronald and Donald Clingan, 
both age 19, of Enterprise, were ar- 
rested on Wednesday night, June 
14, during the burglary of the Fort 
Rucker National Bank, in Ozark. 

The brother havé been charged 


with 12 counts of burglary in Enter- 
prise and one count in Ozark, with 
additional charges expected to be 
iiled in connection with recent bur- 
glarics in Elba, New Brockton and 
Troy. 

A total of cight banks in Coffee 
and Pike counties were broken into 
during May and June, as well as 
several businesses and a church.

City & county officials pledge support for National Guard unit 


High ranking officers in the Ala- 
bama National Guard were in Elba 
last week to meet with city and 
county officials and following the 
meeting both parties vowed to 
everything possible to help each 
other and keep the guard active in 
Elba and Coffee County. 

Lt. Colonel Barry Johnson, 
Chief Administrative Officer and 
Chief of Staff for Troop Command, 
told the local officials "We are here 
to solicit your help and support." 

Lt. Col. Johnson reported that of 
the five National Guard units in 
Coffee County, the unit in Elba was 
the only unit that was below its au- 
thorized allotment. 

“While all the other units are 
overstrengthed,” stated = Johnson, 


"the Elba unit falls 28 men short of 
reaching its alloument That lack of 
manpower is costing this area an 
estimated $1/2 million per year in 
immediate impact and we need to 
work together to help the unit reach 
its full capacity.’ 

"The National Guard has a good 
full-time force here in Elba and a 
fine commander in Greg Oglesby,” 
added Johnson. "Elba also has a 
long tradition of military officers. 
Alabama is the biggest National 
Guard state in the nation; however, 
many of the units in rural areas are 
not meeting their strength require- 
ments and there is a move under- 
way to place the units where there 
is sufficient population to keep the 


units at full strength. We certainly 
don't want the unit in Elba to move, 
but together we must work to get 
people in the unit to bring it up to 
its allotted size." 

Elba mayor Fred Moore pledged 
‘We are here to offer support to the 
National Guard and I will attend 
summer camp for both the National 
Guard and Army Reserve to dis- 
play that support. We want this unit 
to be at full strength and we want to 
keep the unit in Elba. We don't 
want to lose our National Guard 
unit or see its allotment drop.” 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
echoed Moore's support and prom- 
ised to do whatever pc ‘sible to in- 
sure the unit's success in Elba.

Blackspot Control On Roses 

Mild, humid weather not only 
favors bud set and bloom quality on 
roses but also foliar diseases. With- 
in the past few weeks, calls have 
‘flooded our office, about disease 
problems on roses. 

Rose fanciers have been spoiled 
by the past few springs. Sparce 
spring rains slowed the develop- 
ment and spread of blackspot down 
to a crawl. By mid-summer, even 
sporadic fungicide sprays held the 
disease in check. This year, folks 
are ‘quickly finding that a sloppy 
spray program will not stop dis- 
ease-related leaf drop on their prize 
roses, The extended periods of fre- 
quent showers combined with 
warm temperatures over recent 


weeks are ideal for the spread of 
blackspot. 

Spots on the upper leaf surfaces 
have a feathery margin and range in 
color from brown to black. The tis-

type ponds and people will pay by 
the pound (usually around $1,00 
per. pound) to catch the fish. 

The other type pond of fish op- 
eration that we have here in the 
county that is probably 
the least popular because it costs 
the most but stands to possibly 
make the most money is the com- 
mercial grow-out of catfish. There 
is quite a bit of debate as to wheth- 
er the small pond owner can make 
more money from a fish-out opera- 
tion or a commercial catfish grow- 
out operation. 

Marketing of these fish has been 
the biggest obstacle. You can sell 
to processing plants, live haulers, 
or in small quantities through loéal 
markets and restaurants. Establish- 
ing a reliable market that can give 
you a consistent profit is the real 
key to making a commercial grow- 
out operation for catfish work. 

All three types of ponds can eas- 
ily be started here in Coffee 
County. All have their individual 
drawbacks. If you want it to be a 
commercial pond, (either fish-out 
or grow-out) make sure to the best 
of your ability of your market. A 
home use, recreation pond should 
be something that you will enjoy 
for many, many years to come to 
justify the input cost of building 
and stocking a pond,

diseased leaves are shed. With cur- 
rem weather patterns, poorly main- 
tained roses will loose all but the 
youngest leaves by mid-June 

Blackspot control is not really 
difficult, but is very tme- 
consuming. On most cultivated ros- 
es, fungicide sprays must be ap- 
plied from bud break (i. e. mid- 
March) until the first hard frost in 
the fall to maintain effective black- 
spot control and grow quality roses. 
Antique roses which are more 
blackspot-resistant should not re- 
quire such an intensive spray pro- 
gram. The interval between sprays 
should no exceed one week with 
any fungicide except during periods 
of extreme drought when the spray 
interval may be extended to two 
weeks. Spray trails at Aubum have 
clearly shown that even the best 
fungicides applied at intervals long- 
er than one week won't slow the 
spread of blackspot. 

Although a variety of fungicides 
are labeled for blackspot control, 
some give better season-long dis- 
ease control than others. Applied 
weekly, Daconil 2787/Bravo (chlo- 
rothaloniD rates in our trials as hav- 
ing the Best blackspot activity giv- 
ing full-season disease control. On 
the down side, Daconil often bronz- 
es or discolors the leaves of most 
rose varieties, particularly those 
with dark flowers. This fungicide 
will burn the new foliage of some 
roses, such as "Double Delight." To 
minimize the phytotoxicity of Dac- 
onil to rose foliage, we suggest that 
this fungicide be applied in the later 
afternoon or early evening when 
the leaves cool. Tank-mixing a half 
rate of Daconil (1 tsp./gal.) with 
Benlate 5OW (1/2 T./gal.) should 
reduce the injury to the foliage. 

Other fungicides that are recom- 
mended for blackspot control on 
roses are Funginex Rose Disease 
Control, Benlate, Fore/Dithane M- 
45 and Phaltan.

County Commission ponders location, financing for new jail 


The need for a new county jail 
and a method of financing its con- 
struction were the main topics 
Monday, June 26, when the Coffee 
County Commission gathered in 
regular session at the courthouse in 
Enterprise. 

A legal representative of the Al- 
abama Association of County Com- 
missions was at the mecting and in- 


formed the group that a lawsuit 


filed on June 2 by inmates at the 
county jail had reached Federal 
Judge Myron Thompson, and while 


Judge Thompson had not granted 
the plaintiffs’ request for an imme- 
diate hearing, it was clear that the 
county was facing the definite pos- 
sibility of building a new county 


ail. 

: "Judge Thompson has given the 
commission two months to devise a 
funded plan for the construction of 
a new jail or plans to bring the 
present jail up to federal stan- 
dards," stated Darryl Masters, who 
is representing the commission in 
the lawsuit , "and if the commission

can come up with some concrete 
plans the lawsuit will be dropped. 
If the commission fails to mect the 
deadline; however, the federal 
courts will step in and the county 
will have to build a jail that would 
have to meet the court's standards.

Bids opened for Elba drainage project 


Dr. Billy Farris was named to 
the Elba School Board in action 
Monday evening by the Elba City 
Council. 

In other action the council 
opened bids on materials for the 
federally-funded drainage project 
and took action to allow the open- 
ing of an aircraft maintenance facil- 
ity at the local airport. 

Farris was appointed to fill an 
unexpired term created by the res- 
ignation earlicr this month of Stan 
Marsh. He will assume the position 
immediately, with the next sched- 
uled meeting being on July 6. 

There- were nine firms bidding 
on parts of the materials needed on 
the drainage project. The three 
parts included drainage pipes, con- 
crete work and sewer pipes. 

Low bidder on the drain pipes 
and concrete work was Dothan 
Concrete Pipe. They bid 
$144,015.88 on the drain pipe and 
$16,082.42 on the concrete work. 

Lewis Smith Supply was the 
successful bidder on the sewer pipe 
needed for the project. They bid 
$5,400.40. 

Bids on drain pipe ranged up to 
$40,000 higher and on the sewer 
pipe up to $2,100 higher. There 
was only one bidder on the con- 
crete work. : 

Project manager Bobby Lee not- 
ed these prices were well within the 
amounts allotted for materials, giv- 
ing the city over $100,000 for re- 
pairing, paving and unforeseen ma- 
terial needs. 

Councilman Bill Brunson ad- 
dressed a project he had been work- 
ing on with Mayor Fred Moore. He 
explained that Mr. Bill Polly want- 
ed to set up shop at the airport to 
repair aircraft. 

Moore noted Polly had a good 
reputation with aircraft owners and 
many would follow him here to get 
their repair work done. Moore also 
told council members that about 
$3,000 had been spent to repair the 
airport lights and the rotating bea- 
con. He explained it was done with 
the financial help of National Se- 
curity. 

Brunson noted National Security 
was presently renting the mainte- 
nance hangar for their own aircraft. 
Brunson said the firm was willing 
to give up the maintenance hangar 
for this maintenance service. He 
said they requested permission to 
construct their own hangar on air- 


port property. They wanted a simi- 
lar agreement as had been given 
other aircraft owners building han- 
gars. The firm will pay a token 
lease for a set number of years and 
then the building will belong to the 
city. It would also belong to the 
city if the firm quit using it. 

The council voted to allow May- 
or Moore to work out an agreement 
with National Security and with 
Mr. Polly. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told council members the depart- 
ment had investigated 122 com- 
plaints including five accidents 


during the past two weeks. They 
also issued 37 traffic citations, in- 
cluding five for DUI. There have 
been seven criminal arrests and the 
dog catcher has impounded 21 
dogs. 

Mayor Moore explained that the 
inspection to lower the fire insu- 
rance rating would be scheduled as 
soon as the fire department supplies 
some paperwork on past drills con- 
ducted, etc. 

This new rating could hopefully 
lower local fire insurance rates 12 
to 15 percent, according to informa- 
tion given council members. 


Grand Jury indicts Elba woman 
in connection with missing funds 


Mrs. Charlotte Brewster Hob- 
son, age 49, of Elba, was indicted 
Tuesday by an Enterprise Grand 
Jury. The offense in the indictment 
was Theft in the Ist Degree. It 
stemmed from a complaint filed 
with the District Attorney by the 
Alabama Federation of Republican 
Women on March 27, 1989, 

Tuesday afternoon Mrs. Hobson 
referred all questions about the 
matter to her attorney, Joe Sawyer, 
of Enterprise, who was unavailable 
for comment. 

The offense is'a Class B Felony. 
Upon conviction it carries a sen- 
tence of from two to twenty years. 

Mrs. Hobson served as treasurer 
of the state federation during 1988- 
89. 


The complaint concerns misap- 
propriation/missing funds in the 
amount of $4,650. The state associ- 
auion maintained a bank account in 
an Enterprise bank. 

A news release from the District 
Attorney's office indicated the 
grand jury was presented all evi- 
dence garnered in the investigation 
along with the fact that Mrs. Hob- 
son has paid restitution to the asso- 
cialion in the amount of $4,743. 
This is the amount alleged to be 
missing plus interest and is the 
amount the defendant had previous- 
ly agreed with the association to 
pay.

"It would cost an estimated $2-3 
million to build the jail," added Ea- 
gerton, "but I believe that by using 
county forces and inmdte labor 
from the State Department of Cor- 
rections, we could chop the con- 
struction costs down to $1 1/2 mil- 
lion." 

"IT would like to see the commis- 
sion convert its short-term debts to 
one long-term debt and use a $2 
million bond to finance the entire 
project,” said Eagerton. "We could 
use $100,000 per year from the 
budget to cover the added bond 
payments and it would bring the 
county's yearly commitment to 
$300,000 for twenty-years.” 

Comm. Robert Stephens stated 
"I'm against adopting any sales tax 
to finance the construction of a new 
jail, unless there is absolutely no 
other way to build it.” 

Elba Mayor Fred Moore was at 
the meeting and told the commis- 
sion, “The City of Elba has three 
tracts of land that we will donate to 
the county for a site of a new jail. 
The best site is an 87 acre tract at 
the Industria! Park, across from the 
airport, while the next best location 
is a 45 acre site on Alabama 203 
across from the Work Release Cen- 
ter. 1 want the commission to know 
that we in Elba want to keep the 
county jail in our city and that we 
are willing to assist the county in 
any way possible." 

Comm. Stephens made a motion 
that the commission accept the of- 
fer from Elba and accept the tract 
of land across from the Work Re- 
lease Center and the motion was 
seconded by Comm. Jim Dubose. 

Comm. Damascus Crittenden 
expressed the opinion that "We 
need to study our options before we 
tell Elba the jail will either remain 
where it is or we will build a new 
jail at one of the locations offered. 
If we are not careful we will com- 
mit for another 80-years to provide 
Elba with a jail." 

Comm. Dubose then withdrew 
his second and stated "I think it 
would be best if we would wait un- 
ul the architect studied all the pos- 
sible locations and then proceed 
and go with the location that would 
be best for all of Coffee County.” 

Comm. Stephens made another 
motion that after the architect stud- 
ied the top two sites in Elba, if the 
sites were acceptable, the county 
accept the city's offer and build a 
new jail in Elba. 

The motion died due to a lack of 
a second. 

Coinm. Eagerton continued the 
discussion by stating "Eight years 
ago the commission employed an 
architect to do a study for a new jail 
and paid the architect $26,000 in 
fees. The architectural firm em- 
ployed was Pearson, Humphries 
and Jones, from Montgomery, and 
the firm has agreed to deduct the 
$26,000 from its new fees if it is 
used for the design of the new jail." 

Eagerton then made a motion to 
employ the firm; however, a vote 
was never taken. 

Comm. Dubose, referring to Ea- 
gerton's plan of financing the jail, 
declared "The county is already 
strapped for funds and I don't see 
where we can get $100,000 from 
what we already have to make the 
bond payment. I suggest we meet 
with the cities and together imple- 
ment a one-cent county-wide sales 
tax. Half of the tax would go to the 
county, while the other half would 
remain with the cities. It would be 
the best for all involved!" 

Comm. Crittenden remarked 
that "I will support a one-cent sales 
tax to pay for the construction of a 

jail and then when the jail is built it 
should come off." 

Comm. Eugene Bradley stated 
"I think we should let Enterprise 
keep their newly imposed one-cent 
sales tax and put on a one-cemt 
sales tax for the county to be used 


to build the new jail.” 

Eagerton, obviously weary of 
the dilemma facing the county, de- 
clared "The laws are crazy! The 
laws are not for the innocent, but 
for the guilty. I believe that people 
have to give up some of their rights 
and comforts when they in jail and 
i's not right for the innocent tax- 
payers to have to foot the bill to 
make sure they get a certain 
amount of room and room to re- 
ceive recreation.” 

As was the case in choosing a 
location, the commission made no 
decision concerning a method of fi- 
nancing the construction of a new 
jail. 

The commission did; however, 
agree to get the architectural firm 
mentioned to study the three sites 
in Elba, as well as one site in both 
Enterprise and New Brockton, and 
to mect with the commission and 
representatives from the four cities 
in the county at a special meeting 
on Thursday, June 29, at 9:00 a.m. 
at the courthouse in Enterprise. 

Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
a.m. with the first order of business 
being the awarding of bids for the 
Highway Department. 

Heath Oil was the low bidder on 
diesel fuel ($.497) and gasoline 
($.832), while Wiregrass Construc- 
tion received the contract for plant 
mix leveling ($30.89 per ton) and 
Traffic Signs received the contract 
for road signs with a low bid of 
$9,313.50. 

Coffee County Revenue Com- 
missioner Ronnie Burns informed 
the commission of the final tax 
records for the year and announced 
that during the past year the office 
had collected over $4 1/2 million. 

Bums also stated that a total of 
$11,500 in taxes were  non- 
collectable. 

The commission approved the 
Statement as read. 

County engineer Mark Pool pre- 


_ sented the commission with a list of 


changes to the budgets for the 
Highway Dept. and the Engincer- 
ing Department. 

The changes in the Highway 
Dept. showed an increase of 
$185,000 in revenues and an in- 
crease in expenditures of $136,000, 
while the changes in the Engincer- 


ing Dept. included an increase of 
$11,000 in revenue and $10,000 in 
expenditures, 

Pool reported the departments 
had reserves funds in the amount of 
$47,000 and $27,000 and requested 
that he be allowed to purchase a 
computer system for the Engineer- 
ing Dept., at an estimated cost of 
$7,500. 

Pool explained the software for 
the computer would be donated by 
Auburn University and assured the 
commission that the computer was 
needed. 

The commission approved the 
changes in the budget and the re- 
quest for the computer. 

Comm. chairman Billy Eagerton 
announced that Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston had submitted 
her resignation. 

Mrs. Winston has worked in the 
commission office since 197] and 
prior to that served for a total of 14 
ycars in the Tax Assessor's office. 

The resignation will become ef- 
fective upon the employment of a 
replacement, at which time Mrs. 
Winston will work on a part-time 
basis until her replacement is 
trained. 

In other action at 
meeting, the commission: 

*** agreed to lease the Alabama 
Forestry Commission a partial of 
land in New Brockton for a period 
of 35 years; 

***voted not to accept any bids 
afier 9:00 a.m. on the day the bids 
are to be opened; 

***upon a request by Comm. 
Robert Stephens, voted to pass a 
resolution asking Cong. Bill Dick- 
inson, Sen. Howell Heflin and Sen. 
Richard Shelby to secka constitu- 
tional amendment making it against 
the law to bum or desecrate the 
United States flag; 

***discussed the need for gar- 
bage pickup at Zion Chapel school; 

***agreed to fix leaks in the 
roof at the Mt. Pleasant voting 
house; 

***heard Comm. Bill Faulk re- 
port on a meeting he attended con- 
ceming selt-insurance plans; 

***and, adjourned until Thurs: 
day at 9:00.

Illegal voting charges dropped 


against New Brockton woman 


Circuit Judge Gary McAliley is- 
sued a judgment of acquittal last 
week for Lena Mae Carroll, of New 
Brockton, who was charged with il- 
legal voting in a municipal election. 

The decision, announced on 
Tuesday, June 20, drew applause 
from those gathered in the court- 
room in Enterprise and apparently 
brought the curtain down on the 
long standing controversy concern- 
ing the city's mayoral election. 

Mrs. Carroll, age 76, was indict- 
ed by the Coffee County Grand 
Jury in December, 1988, on charg- 


es that she "fraudulently cast a vote 
in the municipal runoff election for 
mayor, held in New Brockton on 
Sept.13, 1988." 

Mrs. Carroll was charged with 
casting a vote for an elderly New 
Brockton resident identified as Har- 
yey Childress and could have faced 
a fine and imprisonment if found 
guilty. 

Gareth Lindsey, attomey for 
Mrs. Carroll, called for the dismis- 
sal of charges and declared "1 here's 
just not any evidence!"
